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SUBJECT: ROGERS-BERCKEMEYER MEETING: IBRD CONSULTATIVE 
GROUP; COLLECTIVE ECONOMIC SECURITY 

1. AMBASSADOR BERCKEMEYER CALLED ON ASSISTANT SECRETARY 
ROGERS OCTOBER 18, SAYING HE HAD BEEN INSTRUCTED BY FONMIN 
DE LA FLOR TO RAISE THREE SUBJECTS. TWO ARE REPORTED BELOW 
AND ONE IS SUBJECT OF SEPTEL. 

2. MEETING OF IBRD CONSULTATIVE GROUP ON PERU. BERCKEMEYER 
SAID CIRCUMSTANCES HAD CHANGED WHICH HAD LED U.S. TO LIMIT 
ITS PARTICIPATION TO OBSERVER STATUS IN PREVIOUS MEETINGS 
AND EXPRESSED GOP'S HOPE U.S. WOULD PARTICIPATE AS FULL 
MEMBER AT NEXT MEETING.ROGERS REPLIED THAT WE WOULD. 

3. COLLECTIVE ECONOMIC SECURITY. BERCKEMEYER REFERRED TO 
FACT THAT U.S. REPRESENTATIVE IN SPECIAL COMMITTEE ON OAS 
RESTRUCTURING HAD VOTED AGAINST DRAFT CONVENTION ON COLLEC- 
TIVE ECONOMIC SECURITY- HE EXPRESSED GOP'S HOPE THAT USG 
WOULD CHANGE ITS POSITION AND SUPPORT DRAFT CONVENTION IN 

INTEREST OF HEMISPHERIC UNITY AS WELL AS IN SUPPORT OF 
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COOPERATIVE AND APPARENTLY INDIFFERENT ATTITUDE U.S. ,AD 
SHOWN. ROGERS ASSURED HIM U.S. NOT INDIFFERENT, TAKES SU- 
BJECT SERIOUSLY AND WILL MAKE GOOD FAITH EFFORT 
REACH AGREEMENT. ROGERS STRESSED OUR VOTE DOES NOT MEAN 
WE HAVE NEGATIVE ATTITUDE TOWARDS SUBJECT, INDEED WE BE- 
LIEVE DRAFT CONVENTION DOES NOT GO FAR ENOUGH. AS THE 
SECRETARY STATED AT TLATELOLCO, WE THINK THAT SCOPE OF 
SUBJECT IS BROADER THAN COERCIVE MEASURES ALONE, THAT THERE 
ARE OTHER TYPES OF CIRCUMSTANCES WHICH CAN ARISE TO AFFECT 
ECONOMIC DEVELOPMENT AND THAT THESE OROADER ASPECTS SHOULD 
ALSO BE TAKEN INTO CONSIDERATION. ROGERS SAID HE IS NOT 
FULLY COMFORTABLE WITH PURELY JURIDICAL, FACT-FINDING 
APPROACH WHICH COULD RESULT IN FINDING THAT ONE NATION 
GUILTY OF COERCIVE ACTIONS. WE FULLY RECOGNIZE IMPORTANCE 
OF PERUVIAN INITIATIVE AND WE WISH TO AVOID SITUATION IN 
WHICH PERU AND U.S. AT ODDS OVER DRAFT CONVENTION WITH OTH- 
ER STATES LOOKING ON. AFTER AGAIN EMPHASIZING THAT 
U.S. MOTIVATION POSITIVE, NOT NEGATIVE, ROGERS SAID U.S. 

POSITION NOW BEING REVIEWED. E SUGGESTED THAT U.S. AND 
GOP REPRESENTATIVES DISCUSS MATTER FURTHER ON BILATERAL 
BASIS IN NEAR FUTURE. KISSINGER 
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
